Your RadioShack Digital Rotary Tim- 
er is a compact timepiece that you can 
use just about anywhere. When the 
timer reaches the alarm time you set, 
it sounds a beep. 


INSTALLING A BATTERY 

Your timer requires one AAA battery 
(not supplied). For the best perfor- 
mance and longest life, we recom- 
mend RadioShack alkaline batteries. 

Caution: Use only fresh batteries of 
the required size and recommended 
type. 

Follow these steps to install the bat- 
tery. 

1. Press up on the battery compat- 
ment’s tab, then lift the compart- 
ment door up and away. 



2. Place the battery in the compart- 
ment as indicated by the polarity 
symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 
The timer beeps once. 



3. Replace the battery compartment 
cover. 

When the display dims or the timer stops 
operating properly, replace the battery. 

Warning: Dispose of an old battery 
promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury it. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the 
timer for more than a month, remove the 
battery. A battery can leak chemicals 
that can destroy electronic parts.

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MOUNTING THE TIMER 


On a Table 


Pull the clip outward, and slightly tilt the 
timer until the metal support clip falls 
Into place, creating a stand. Then set 
the timer on any flat surface where you 
can easily view the display. 



Lift up the tab locat- 
ed at the top of the 
clip. Use the hole In 
the table to hang It 
on a wall. 



On a Metal Surface 

Use the magnet located on the clip to 
secure the timer to a flat metal surface, 
like a refrigerator or metal cabinet. 


Note: Avoid securing the timer to a 
moveable surface (such as a refrigera- 
tor’s door). This kind of movement might 
cause the timer’s switch to rotate and 
change your setting. 


OPERATION 

Using the Countdown Timer 

1. Rotate the outer ring until the de- 
sired time appears on the display: 
clockwise toward + to Increase the 
setting time; counterclockwise or to- 
ward - to decrease. You can set the 
timer up to 99 minutes and 90 sec- 
onds (1 00 minutes and 30 seconds). 

Note: The display changes In 10- 
second Increments. (The least you 
can set the timer for Is 10 seconds.) 
You can also advance the timer set- 
ting In Increments of 1 minute by ro- 
tating the dial quickly - about a half 
turn of the dial In one movement. 

2. Press START/STOP. The timer beeps 
once and starts to count down. 

Note: The timer beeps once each 
time you press START/STOP. 

3. To temporarily stop the timer, press 
START/STOP. Press START/STOP 
again to re-start counting. 

4. When the timer finishes counting 
down the time you set. It beeps for 1 
minute, and begins counting up from 
00:00 on the display until you 
press START/STOP. 
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Note: Though the alarm stops after 
1 minute, the timer continues to 
count up to 99:99 until you press 

START/STOP. 

5. To stop the alarm and the display, 
press START/STOP. The display re- 
turns to the setting you set in Step 1 , 
so you can repeat the same count- 
down. 

6. To clear the setting, press RESET on 
the back of the timer. 


Using as Count-Up Timer 


You can use your timer to count-up time. 
Set the timer setting to 00:00 and 
press START/STOP. The timer can count 
up to 99 minutes 99 seconds (i.e. 100 
minutes 39 seconds). When the count 
reaches 99 minutes 99 seconds, the dis- 


play stops and 99:99 flashes on the 


display. 


Note: If the timer’s display ever shows 
unrecognizable characters, remove the 
battery. Wait about 15 seconds, then re- 
insert the battery. 


CARE 

To enjoy your RadioShack Digital Rota- 
ry Timer for a long time: 

• Keep the timer dry. If it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the timer only in nor- 
mal temperature environments. 


• Handle the timer gently and careful- 
ly. Don’t drop it. 

• Keep the timer away from dust and 
dirt. 

• Wipe the timer with a damp cloth oc- 
casionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the timer’s 
internal components can cause a mal- 
function and invalidate its warranty. If 
your timer is not performing as it should, 
take it to your local RadioShack store for 
assistance.
